Father Munier. A Biographical Sketch 


AND A BRIEF HISTORY OF ST. BRUNO’S CHURCH 
(By a member of St. Bruno’s Parish) 


Today, June 12, St Bruno’s Church celebrates with it’s beloved pastor, 
the Rey. Father Joseph A. Munier, the fiftieth anniversary of his ordination 
to the priesthood — his Golden Jubilee. At the same time we note with 
pride that this is the eightieth anniversary of the parish, which in 1871 be- 
came a parish in it’s own right after having been served as a mission out 
of Du Quoin up to that time The parish celebrates it’s delayed Diamond 
Jubilee too today. 


When it was suggested to me that | write the personal sketch for Father 
Munier’s golden jubilee, | decided | would like to depart from the obitu- 
ary type of biography usually used and to put a little spice and life into it 
by relating some incidents that would picture Father Munier, the man, as 
well as the priest. 


Having been a young man just past twenty when Father Munier as- 
sumed his first appointment as assistant pastor at St. Andrew’s Church, 
Murphysboro where | was a parishioner, | can say that | have known him 
ever since he entered the priesthood, and probably longer than any other 
member of St. Bruno’s Church where | now am a member. 

| recall that my mother, who was a very devout Catholic, told me short- 
ly after his arrival ‘’Father Munier is French! She said it with pride; to 
her that made him perfect for she spent her early life in Cahokia, and 
that vicinity where most every one was both Catholic and French. 


| thought very well too of the fact that he was French, though | had 
never lived in a French settlement. After fifty years | can add that | long 
since discovered that there was a lot more to Father Munier than just the 
fact that he is a Frenchman. 


One of the first incidents to be related, on the human side, is the story 
of the disappearance of a beautiful hard maple tree that stood on the 
baseball diamond, where the boys of St. Andrews played, with Father 
Munier umpiring, and coaching when no outside game was in progress. 


One evening the pastor Father Kasper Schauerte and Father Munier 
were out for a stroll and Father Munier told Father Schauerte how the tree 
interfered with play and he asked permission to cut it down. “Oh No” 
said Father Schauerte, ‘Never cut down such a pretty hard maple’’, No 
permission was granted. 


A few weeks later while Father Schauerte was in retreat the tree dis- 
appeared leaving not a trace. The pastor did not miss it; his assistant did, 
but said nothina for two lonq years, then one evening the two of them a- 
gain were out for a walk and passed the spot where the tree once stood. 


Father Munier remarked that there used to be a pretty hard maple tree 
there. Father Schauerte recalled it too. Then the young assistant told 
Father Schauerte that he had one day cut down the maple, dug out and 
burned the roots and smoothed over. He afterwards said Father Schauerte 
seemed to enjoy the joke. | just wonder if wise Father Schauerte did not 
miss the tree before and hold his piece to see if he would not hear some 


dav from his assistants own lips that it was not removed with the faith 
that moves mountains. 


Josenh A. Munier wos born Oct. 11, 1874 four miles south of Belle. 
ville. He attended St. John the Baptist parochial school, Belleville, St. 
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Francis College, -Quincy, Illinois and the last six years at St. Meinrad 
Seminary, St. Meinrad, Ind- 


He was ordained June 1, 1901 at St. Peter’s Cathedral Belleville by the 
most Rev. John Jansen. He received his first appointment’ June 18, of that 
year, being assigned to St. Andrew's, Murphysboro as assistant to Father 
Schauerte with the missions at Ava, Raddle and Grand Tower. He 
went once a month to each of these towns, by slow travel methods of the 
day. Now the pastor at Ava has all these missions and he has mass at ev- 
eryone of them, every Sunday: 


On November 7, 1906 Father Munier was appointed pastor of St. Law- 
rence at Sandoval and with missions at Salem, Patoka, and Kinmundy. 
In June 1907 an assistant arrived. Up to then there was mass at Salem 
only when there was a fifth Sunday. Father Munier built a new rectory at 
Sandoval in 1911 like the one here in Pinckneyville and also a new church 
at Keysport, an exact duplicate of the St. Mary Magdalene, Todd's Mill. 
Father Stern, then pastor there gave him the plans. In 1917 Father Mun- 
ier was assigned to Milstadt and on June 24, 1923, was assigned to St 
Bruno’s, Pinckneyville and here we will bring in another sidelight, dealing 
with the old baseball diamond, at Murphysboro. One day there was a 
game in progress and Father Munier was umpiring. There was an under- 
standing there would be no smoking and the teams agreed the game 
would be held up if there was. In this game the pitcher stopped and told 
Father some one was smoking among the spectators, gathered on a hill 
side that sloped toward the diamond. Father told him to go and ask the 
smoker to quit. The smoker said he wouldn’t do it. — 


Then father called in the infield and told them to go and tell the boy 
to drop the cigarette. He dropped it this time: 


It was some twenty years later that Father Munier and some others 
were walking the track to the Catholic cemetery here for a burial, The 
road was almost impassable. As he trudged along Father was accosted by 
aman who said ‘Do you know me Father’’? The reply was ‘’No, where did 
| ever meet you’’? ‘Il was the one smokina at the baseball game at St. 
Andrew's when those five boys came, one with fists clenched, and told me 
“drop it’ | dropped it.” 


When ‘still in Murphysboro Father Munier paid his first visit to Pinck- 
neyville and to the Edward Fishers, who ran the Windsor Hotel so many 
years. Here is how it happened. | quote Father Munier: 


“! had a sick call at Wagner’s Landing on the Mississippi River about 
12 miles below Chester. | was forced to stay for the night. Before day 
light a boy took me to Leo Rock to catch Billy Bryan’s train. | was too 
late but | did not know it. After some time | discovered my predicament 
There | was some 20 miles from home. There was only Billie Bryan’s train 
on that road. | said my breviary which takes about an hour. | remained at 
the station, a box car, and no one around expecting a freiaht train to 
come along. The birds sang and the squirrels had a good time. 


| had reached Leo Rock at about 8:00 A. M. About 3:00 P. M. a 
freight came along. At that time the Illinois Central Railroad had a spur 
from Leo Rock to Matthews south of Pinckneyville. The freight slowed up 
to let some one throw the switch. | jumped on the caboose. 


A man came up to me, | suppose the conductor, saying ‘’Get off, we 
don't carry passengers.’ | said “If you want me off this train you'll have 
to throw me off.’’ After | told him of my plight he walked away. | landed 
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in Pinckneyville at about 5:00 P. M.. | had no food for some 22 hours so 
Fishers Place looked very inviting. Finally after an hour | got a train to 
Murphysboro.” 


Another incident showing that’ life of a mission priest in these United 
States is not.a bed of roses was given. He said: 


This was in winter. | had made arrangements with a young man at 
Sandoval to meet me at Boulder four miles south of Keysport and take me 
home. On Sunday a northwestern came up with lots of snow . After | ate 
lunch. | started for Boulder 4 miles away. It was a hard trip. In places 
the snow was drifted from 8 to 10 inches deep. | was sweating very freely 
and my clothes were all wet. My driver was not there. | was 17 miles from 
home, Luckily | was able to call him by phone. . He finally came. Very 
seldom could the horses trot. When we reached Sandoval. | was so stiff 
| could hardly get out of the buggy. Getting in that buggy, a three hour 
drive, my clothes all wet. | was afraid it would get me down. | took 
an hour's hot bath and there were no ill effects. 


Even the sheriff was after him, at Patoka, the church had been pulled 
down and a new one built in the middle of a empty block: The church was 
under construction when | was appointed pastor at Sandoval November 7; 
1906, Before Christmas it was finished. A week before Christmas we 
moved all the furniture in. The Bishop told me to dedicate it myself. 


I took my lunch in the hotel. All guests ate at the same table. A couple 
at table were talking about eye glasses. 


After completing our work at the church it was almost’ dark, say dusk, 
| went to the hotel. It not being supper time | went ta the waiting room 
up stairs to say my office - beviary. It was a large room with one lamp and 
a few chairs. It was at the farthest end from the door. While | was busy 
saying my prayers. A man and a boy stepped in the door. One man said 
“That's him’! The boy said “I believe you are mistaken dad’’, The man 
walked up to me and asked ‘Did you sell specks here today?” | told him 
| was the pastor of the Catholic Church here and never sold specks in my. 
life.’ While waiting for the train a man came to me saying ‘Excuse me 
Father for trying to arrest you. There was a man here today selling specks 
who beat'a man out of some money. I, the policeman, was to arrest him’, 
“Il was tired,’ Father said “but that was a rest for me”, 


One evening at Sandoval the policeman came to the rectory asking me 
to come with him for a disturbance. On account of the noise the neighbors 
called him. | went with him; entered the house without knocking and at 
the top of my voice shouted “Shut up’’. There was a dead silence. The 
con stood back of me. | said ‘Unless you a 


all of you in jail. They, 5 in number, were all drunk. This was after dark. 


A half hour later | departed for Carlyle. | came back at about 10:00

twice to see me. | wasn’t home 5 minutes when the same gentleman rang 


the door bell.

. | offered him a chair asking him to excuse me a mo. 
ment: | came back with a mirror size 20 x 16 and held it before him, 


d shirt’ he arose saying ‘‘Ex- 
cuse me Father , I'll be going home’’. That was that. 

The rectory needed painting. A parishioner offered to furnish the paint 
if | would have it painted. My assistant and myself agreed we would do 


the work. With overalls and white caps we went to work. t painted above 
on a ladder, the other Father below. A hobo came along and after talking 
a while asked if the priest was at home. | said “Here he is what do you 
~ want’? He talked again a while then asked again if the priest was In. | 
said “Here he is, shoot away. What-do you want'’? He-taok his departure 
saying ‘You can’t fool me.” 


Here in Pinckneyviile at one time he was manager of 3 baseball teams 
St. Bruno’s, The Legions and what we called the big team” | was the 
manager all right’ he says “but it took more than my salary to continue.” 
The Legion paid expenses for their team. The Juniors played for me say 
seven years and many a good time we had.” 


Father Munier said: “It was my intention to convert the old church 
into a playhouse for the school children, They could play on rainy and 
muddy days. Some iconoclasts sicked the fire marshal on me and this is 
his verdict. 


1, Revise entire building.

4. Remove all loose brick 

5. Tuck point entire building 

6. Put re-enforce braces where cracks appear

The church is there. You iconoclasts tear it down. | know how. to build 
but don’t know how to tear down. 


The church property when Father Munier came here was the full block 
on which stood the church, school, rectory and the sisters convent. That 
gave the school children little room to play. He said ‘Every time | entered 
the school yard there was a fight. They had to rub elbows on account of 
lack of playing space. All window panes on the north side of the rectory 
were broken”. 


The first Sunday here [| announced that unless the cemetery was 
cleaned | would not be here long. Now It’s 28 years. After mass three 
men called at the rectory telling me to fix the cemetery as | liked. | 


wanted it. Since that time the cemetery is beautiful. The cemetery pro- 
perty is seven acres, about 3 is used for burial ground. We fertilized the 
open grounds to farm it. While Thomas Dunn was plowing it} a man came 
to me saving that was not our land but belonging to Mr. | 
went to John Roe-the abstractor to inquire. At’ once he said there “wasn’t 
any one who owned a foot of it’ So Thomas Dunn continued plowing. 


In 1924 a full basement was excavated under the rectory and a hot 
water system installed. And a basement under the church. When we op. 
ened the wall | could see the stumps stil! intact. The timber had been cut 
when the church was built. There was, however, only the bark left. The 
church had been heated with stoves. 


In 1926 | built a lawn tennis court, It was alwavs well patronized un- 
til the Il world war when the boys were drafted. The court’ was always 
in perfect condition up to then. Its now covered with grass. Some boys 
are now trying to put it in playing condition. , 


In 1925' the pneumatic organ was electrified, 
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The Rosenberger lots, 200x200 ft were purchased in 1926,.the present 
school play grounds. 


In 1930 the Layman lot across from the rectory was acquired. 
In 1940 St. Bruno’s school was transferred to the present location. 
The school practically had to be rebuilt on account of termites. 


| have reserved for the last a reference to the new church because it 
fittingly should climax this story — as it has climaxed the life endeavors 
of our beloved pastor, the Rev. Father Joseph A. Munier. 


That church was conceived in his imagination shortly after he came 
here and he started the long trail toward its construction with an enve- 
lope collection, which was going when | came here 22 years ago. Came 
the depression, came World War II and illness and the burden of years 
and other things to delay it, but’ nothing deterred him and in 1950 the 
new church was dedicated by the Most Rev. Albert Zuroweste,..Bishop of 


Belleville, Amid the pomp and ceremony of the occasion Father Munier 
beamed, a happy soul. 


Some friends feared that after all the trials of the fund drive, and get- 
ting the work done, the pastor might suffer some ill effects in the reac- 
tion, but it was noted that he seemed a man with a new spirit, with a load 
lifted from his shoulders, 


| wish | could bring you some of the snappy remarks | have heard him 
make over the years, in his sermons, They do not' come too frequently, but 
always appropriately, like the crack of a whip and “By George” something 
strikes you that---sometimes, somehow adds spice to his remarks and 
often supercedes the more eloquent part of the sermon. You know some- 
thing ought to be done. “By George’! 


| have heard people in speaking of pulpit orators who have come here, 
“He is fine but I’d rather hear Father Munier”. 


My son John told me one time Father was talking about honesty and 
the importance of paying debts. He pulled out a bold bill fold and said, 
“See it! - - It's empty! - - but | don’t owe any one’, 


At the time of the installation of the Knights of Columbus here one of 
the speakers told of the time Father Munier was head of an amateur base 
ball league, when he was in Sandoval, and it was published in the city 
papers. Father Munier had a letter from the then Bishop who observed 
“I see an item in the city Papers saying you are president of the Sun- 
day base ball league’ end he said Father Munier wrote back saying 
“Yes'’ he had seen that’ item too. 


| will give one illustration of the eloquence of his wise cracks, as we 
would refer to them in informal parlance It was a year or more ago. He 
had delivered one of his usual short but forceful sermons, this time on the 
importance of preparedness — the uncertain allotment of time, of life and 
wound up with: ‘Some day God will say to you ‘Come on! That’ will be all 
for you now’! 


One thing that has impressed me with Father Munier’s teachings is his 
tolerant’ attitude toward others than his own flock.. You may think that 
should always be so ,but it is not always true _ - far from it. But when 
he speaks of others he uses no sarcasm—lt's “our seperated brethern’ : 
when he refers to Protestants. 


— 


In closing we may say that this celebration marks the end of a golden 
age for the pastor of St. Bruno’s Church, and of a golden era of progress 
for St. Bruno’s Church under his able, persevering guidance. The Jubilee 
Committee joins the whole congregation, and Pinckneyville business men 
and other citizens in congratulating you Father Munier--and prayerfully 
wishing you more years of useful labor in the vineyard of The Lord, 


HISTORY OF ST, BRUNO CHURCH 


The township of Pinckneyville was laid out in the year 1829, and no 
other name is known. 


PARISH: 


Up to the year 1871 St. Bruno’s Parish was a mission to Du Quoin, ad- 
ministered by Rev, Charles Klocke. In that year the territory was divided 
into three districts-Du Quoin, Pinckneyville, and Todds Mill. 


The earliest settlers of this parish arrived about 1870, They were mostly 
immigrants from Bavaria and Baden, Germany. Among these were: Seb- 
astian Epplin, George Bischof, Erhart Mader, John Rosenberger, Charles 
Geumalley, John Lunnemann, Michael Eichholz, Matthew Schneider, Jo- 
seph Schwetzler, Joseph Schilling, John Miller, John Kellerman, John Bom- 
merscheim, Fred Mentel, Dr. Reilley and Hugh Boyle. 


These immigrants were visited in the early days of the church here by 
Rev. Charles Klocke of Du Quoin from 1872 until 1878, when Rey. L. Rie- 
sen became the first resident pastor. Rev. L. Reisen remained, however, 
only one year, and in 1879 Father Charles Klocke of Du Quoin attended 
to the parish until the arrival of Rev. Henry Ader, who became the re- 
sident pastor. In the year 1883, he was succeeded by the Rev. William 
Krug, who had to resign from the parish on account of health. He re- 
turned to Germany where he died in 1886, The young priest’ looked heal- 
thy enough, but was suffering from acute T.B, The Rev. Joseph Schnei- 
der, who came to. substitute for Father Krug while the latter returned 
ali to recuperate, remained as pastor after the death of Rev. William 

rug. 


Rev. Joseph Schneider was pastor of St. Bruno’s from 1884 until his 
death January 19, 1917. He was succeeded by Rev. Charles Strumpen, 
who remained as pastor until 1923, when ill health compelled him to re- 
resign. 


The first church, a brick structure, was erected in 1872 at a cost of 
$5,000 by Rev. Charles Klocke. The steeple was built in 1911 at the cost 


1 A aie The sacristry and sancturary were added later at a cost of 


The First High Mass was sung by the Rev, Charles Klocke on the feast 
of the Blessed Trinity, May 26, 1872. 


There has been no change in the boundaries since the organization of 
the parish, 


The first rectory was a small one-story frame cottage. It’s extreme 


smallness and dilapidated condition necessitated the erection of the - 


present spacious two-story rectory in 1892. 


The first school, a two-story brick house with the class rooms on the first 
floor and the sisters’ living quarters on the second was built in 1887, 
A one-story, two-room frame school house was built in 1891. The Sisters 
Adorers of the Most Precious Blood, are in charge. This school building 


was in 1940 moved across Gordon Street and added to the Lehman house 
where it now stands. 


PROPERTY: 


Prior to 1923 the parish owned the block of property on which the 
Church, Rectory, School, and Sister’s house are located, In 1926 the par- 
ish purchased the Rosenberger lots, which are used for school playground. 
These lots are located across the street rear of the Rectory. In 1929 the 
Lehman property was purchased. This is across the street, opposite the 
Rectory, and has been converted into a school. 


CEMETERY: 


The parish has a cemetery of six acres-about one mile from the church 
on Route 154, This property was purchased in 1873; before that time, 
the parishioners were buried in the city cemetery.
